Milk is unobtainable, and 
the only coffee available is a bar­ 
ley substitute. Meanwhile, in Brit­ 
ain, rationing of milk is still likely. 
In Italy 
rations 
are extremely 
small. Coffee is only available for 
the Army and hospitals. Farmers 
are so rigorously controlled, and 
food prices so high, that only the 
wealthy can 
afford 
to purchase 
such everyday foodstuffs as eggs, 
cooked meats, and canned fruits. 
But as in Britain, 
bread 
is not 
rationed. 
With food restrictions increasing 
weekly,

Spaghetti Rationed 
The cruelest blow to the Italians 
has been the recent rationing of 
spaghetti to one-quarter pound a 
week.
